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Mr . EMMETTA Q^ Attorney, called and advised 
that he had seen thy article in the "Dallas Morning News" 
and that the statements made therein were inaccurate regarding 
what RUBY had supposedly said. While he did not believe that 
the FBI had made any release concerning the polygraph test, 

"—he wanted to be reassured*. ^ .*“*■ 

I advised him that we had made no comments whatsoever 
to the press and that the information in this article certainly 
had not come from any representative of the FBI. 

He then mentioned the fact that he understood that 
a Better Business Bureau report here in Dallas reflects that 
there is some fund being raised for the RUBY appeal in 
Chicago, and that the name of BARNEY /RQ SS v the ex-boxer, 
may be associated with it. He ’sta'tjed he and Attorney 
QLAYTON yFOWLER have no knowledge oJL any such fund and that • : 
he just/wAmea "to bring this to our attention. If it is 
being /aised, then it is being raised without their knowledge. 
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
